"The streets of Oakland are in a& 


good condition as those of Los Angeles. 
In comparison with Los Angeles, with 
the exception of -the extra resources 
of the latter, we are 'head. They have- 
a hundred police, four detectives, two 
captains, four sergeants and two ;pa- 
trol wagons. 
They want fifty more, 


policemen, but they.can't get -them be-, 
cause 
they haveti't got the money. 


They have t'his same di.m-ctilty every 
fiscal year. The Mayor said he thought 
of calling an election to lhave 
the 


charter amended so as to get more 
money with ;which to run t'he city. In 
a number of the city departments they 
have ;L greater o-utl-ay to make than 
we have. Where we reduce the num- 
ber uf 
officers, tney im-rease 
them.
